Visit Grave Here 
Of Old Comrade 


BY PARKS RUSK, 

In the sordid shadow of the ivy- 
covered arch gateWay to West View 
cemetery lies a tiny mound—so sim- 
ilar to others surrounding ‘it that 
it attracts but ordinary attention 
from the casual! visitor who wan- 
ders through the maze of pathways 
and drives that cut up the ceme- 
tery. 

If an eye happened to notice the 
French inscription on the head- 
stone, however, a bit of idle curi- 
osity might be aroused. but there 
is apparently nothing else unusual 
about the grave and its attendant 
stone. But there is a. story con- 
nected With them that might make 
a sight of the little mound touch 
a few heartstrings. 

The story first “broke” Wednes- 
day. afternoon when a ‘Constitution 
reporter stood inside the Johnny 
J. Jones’ midget show at Lakewood. 
Ed R. Salter, the Jones publicity 
man, was telling how patronage of 
the midget show increases each 
year. 

“By the way,” Mr. Salter was ask- 
ed, “what ever became of little 
Mabb?” : 

“Why, he's the midget we lost 
when we were here tWo years ago. 
Don’t you know the story of his 
death?” 

Little Mabb had been with the 
Jones midget show When it appear- 
ed here in- 1918 when Southeastern 
fair patrons were required to wear 
masks as influenza prevetntives. 

He was known the country over. 
and was conceded the world’s tini- 
est bit of masculine humanity. He 
made hundreds of friends through 
ree ready t and sunny disposi- 


1918, when influenza was 
raging,” Mr. Salter began, “the 
Jones shows only lost two out of 
nearly 500 employees. They were 
little Mabb, the midget, and Alma. 
the Jolly Fat Girl. ' 

“Before coming to Atlanta in 
1918 we-played Birmingham, where 
Alma was taken. sick, and. soon 
died. After showing in Atlanta fér 
only a few days, little Mabb con- 
tracted a malady and his end soon 
came, ‘ 

“Although there is a presumption 
that little Mabb’s illness was in- 
fluenza, there is a conviction among 
our show people that grief over 
Alma’s death accelerated his ill- 
ness stroke of the grim reaper di- 
rected at the midget, for it was 
known that there had been a deep 
affection between the two -freaks.

3100,000,000 Corporation. _ 

In adopting the ‘recommendations 
of the committee on commerce and 
marine for the organization of a 
hundred million dollar corporation 
to promote America’s foreign trade, 
the American Bankers’ association 
did not propose as an organization 
to become a factor in doing 30. 

The attitude was expréssly put 
forward that the association be- 


lieved such an organization under 
the Edge law as being necessary 


to bring export transactions to their 
highest point conditioned upon 
sound banking principles, and for 
support of a policy that would give 


‘ta greater impetus to production in 


all lines. 

According to the committee’s plan, 
steps will betaken as soon as pos- 
sible for interesting the bankers and 


business men of the country so the 
proposed corporation may begin 
business by January &. Such a large 


corporation, the committee outlines 
would have an advantage over a 
number of smaller ones, in that it 
would attract the best export tal- 
ent, give the utmost protection to 
the investor, and would more rapida- 
ly create a market for its deben- 
tures, which may be issued, under 
the law, up to ten times the capital- 
izdtion, by its avowed purpose of 
encouraging thrift. 

This corporation would not work 
in conflict, as far as the operation 
would be applied, to the twenty-five 
— dollar corporation for han- 

ling the cotton crop in foreign 
trade, contemplated by southern 
bankers, the initial steps of which 
were taken at a conference yester- 
day. The organization of the hun- 
dred million dollar corporation 
would carry with it the idea of 
financing all lines of endeavor rath- 
er than restricting the operation to 
& single commodity such as that 


southern states. At the conference 
held late yesterday, the southern 
bankers referred the matter as out- 
lined to them by Robert Maddox, of 
Atlanta, president of the Atlanta 
National bank, to a committee of 
five, which is to report at another 
conférence scheduled far tomorrow. 
when it is hoped that a definite plan 
may be presented. Both sides are 
regarded as accepting as final the 
declaration of the treasury depafrt- 
ment that the war finance corpora- 
tien would not be revived, thus put- 
ting’ upon the financial interests of 
the country the burden of promot- 
ing the exports. The corporations 
would negotiate through channels 
of American finance the pledges and 
securities accepted from foreigners 
in payment for either the raw ma- 
terial or the manufacture in the 
products... 
Afford Necessary Credit. 

The chief feature of the transac- 
tions, as has been pointed out in 
addresses, is to afford that term 
of credit necessary in order to place 
American commodities with Euro- 
pean buyers, probably from six to 
nine months in place of sixty and 
ninety days, as has been the cus- 
tom. The debentures issued would, 
it is believed, become readliy sale- 
able here with the guarantee of 
the corporation which, in turn, un- 
der the law, has such government 
backing as the Edge law affords. 
On this basis bankers express the 
belief that the investing public, in- 
cluding the manufacturer, the pro- 
ducer, aS well as the thrifty indi- 
vidual, would become purchasers.

Charles DeB. Clairborne, of New 
Orleans, declared the service ren- 
dered by the banks in the trans- 
fer of checks was legitimate and 
that the banks were entitled to 
compensation. He asserted that the 
arrangement ordered by the reserve 
board for par clearance “does not 
make every check worth 100 cents 
on the dollar because. there is 
nearly alWays an exchange charge 
so the merchant who supports par 
clearance doesn’t gain anything.” 
If the merchants have benefited by 
the system, Mr. Clairborne contend- 
ed, “the public has not been able 
to Bee it reflected in reduced 
prices.” | 

The reserve bo0ard’s staunchest de- 
fender was O. Howard Wolfe, of 
Philadelphia, who asserted that 
abolition of the clearance and re- 
mittance charges and establishment 
of the country-wide gold settlement 
saved bankers and commercial in- 
terests $135,000,000 last year.

Backs Reserve System. 

Although he joined in the pro- 
test against the par clearance reg- 
ulations, E. C. McDougal, of Buf- 
falo, who was elected president of 
the state .banks section of the as- 
sociation, expressed unqualified ap- 
proval of the principles of the re- 
serve system. He declared it had 
“come to stay” and urged the state 
bankers to work together for its 
growth instead of “complaining 
about it all of the time.” 

“Many country banks are much 
incensed,” he continued, “against 
the Federal Reserve banks because 
of their policy of forcing par .col- 
lection from banks which are not 
members of the system. Persona! 
feelings of the officers of these 
non-member banks is also a factor 
in keeping them out of the. reserve 
system. The question of collection 
charges is one thing; the question 
of proper mobilization of reserves 
is another and entirely different 


thing. However resentful country 
bankers may be on the question of 


‘collection charges they, in common 
with all banks of the country, con- 
tribute their fair share towards the 
expense of maintaining our gold re- 


serves.” 
Mr. McDougal warned the bank- 


ers that “the fool’s paradise 
through which you have lived for 
the past two or three years” would 
not always continue.

Approval of a proposal to or- 
ganize a $100,000,000 corporation to 


finance the nation’s foreign trade 
was given today by the American 
Bankers’ association, in convention 
here. 

President Hawes was authorized 
to call a meeting of bankers and 
business men to work out plans for 
the formation of such a corporation 
under the provisions of the recently 
enacted Edge law, as proposed in 
the report of the association’s com- 
mittee on commerce and merchant 
marine, which was presented today. 

By co-operating with merchants, 
manufacturers, exporters and pro- 
ducers, the report said, and taking 
advantage of the Edge law, the cor- 
poration could issue a billion dollars 
in debenture bonds for sale in the 
United States and the extension of 


“credits. abroad.’ 


Operation by January. 

John McHugh, chairman of the 
committee, presented the freport, 
which recommended steps to put the 
corporation into business operation 
by January 1, and solicitation of 
subscriptions to its .capital stock 
from the public. 

The report said the economic fu- 
ture of the United States “was 
bound up in the future-of! our trade. 
Un- 
der existing conditions, it added, 
manufacturers, “unable to grant 
foreign customers credit necessary 
to continuing foreign purchase, have 
been forced to restrict their activi- 
ties in the foreign field.” 

“Under the Edge law such a 
corporation as contemplated would 
be permitted to issue debentures 
against foreign securities carefully 
purchased by it, to the amount of 
tern times its capital, so that it 
would have a maximum ability fi- 
nancially of about a billion dollars,” 
the report said. 

It was further suggested that the 
corporation directorate be made up 
from similar geographical areas to 
those of the federal reserve bank 
districts. 4 

Address by Heuston. 

Government expenditures of four 
billion dollars during the next fiscal 
year were forecasted by Secretary 
Houston, of the treasury department, 
today in an address before the con- 
vention, in which he covered a wide 
range of financial and economic 
problems of the nation. 

The secretary outined the treas- 
ury’s program for handling the war 
debt, liquidation of which, he said, 


{must go on steadily in order that 


final redemption be accomplished 
without disturbance to national) life 
He appealed for “the strictest econ- 
omy not only in our expenditures, 
federal, state, county and municipal, 
but also by thrift on the part of 
our peopjé,” adding that the program 
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necessitated the maintenance of tax- 
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— “after this fiscal year on @ 
leve}-of not less” than $4,000,000,000 
annually. j ; 
Mr.. Houston said there were: in- 
dications of falling receipts because 
there was no* means’ of predicting 
the course of business or incomes 
and profits. The receipts for the 
present fiscal year, he reported, 
would be materially lewer than the 
record of $5,500,000,000, last year, 
expressing the belief that the re- 
ceipts would not greatly exceed the 
required $4,000,000,000, under the 
present levy. pm 

“We cannot-afford to operate on 
a tax basis which would give us 
revenues below those anticipated,” 


the speaker continued, and in plans 
for revision this should be defi- 


“Let me make this point clear: In 
Saying that the aggregate receipts 
for the government should be main- 
tained at a high level for the pur- 
poses indicated, I am by no means 
committing myself to existing 
schedules or to specific taxes. Much 
of the war legislation was, of ne- 
cessity, hastily devised. I think it 
of urgent importance that there be 
prompt resurvey of the situation 
with a view to a reform of the 
taxes, to the wiping out of inequal- 
ities and the assurance of sufficient 
revenue which may not be realized

The treasury’s program had been 
disarranged, the secretary said, by 
the “heavy burdens imposed by the 
transportation act.” He estimated 
the total amount which the govern- 
ment will pay the roads at $1,000,-

them. The remainder will be paid, 
the secretary thougnt, Dy early 
spring. 

Mr. Houston predicted rapid re- 
duction in the gross national debt 
through the coming year, particular- 
ly the $2,350,000,000 short-term cer- 
tificates outstanding. The treasury 
program, he added, would result in 
reducing this below $2,000,000,000 
and perhaps to $1,500,000,000. 

By the end of the fiscal year 1922, 
Mr. Houston declared, the treasury 
should have rédeemed it entire 
“floating debt,” or the short-term 
certficates, when the Victo notes 
maturing the next year would be, 
come practically the floating debt 
and probably be accepted in pay- 
ment of federal taxes. 

Turning to the demands of agri- 
cultural interests for government 
help, Mr. Houston said that “scarce- 
ly had a reduction in the cost of 
living manifested itself when every 
producer manifested resistance.” 

“Every producer is willing for the 
products of every other producer to 
decline, but protests the decline.in 
his own,” ke continued. .“There is 
much human nature inthis, but not 
much reasonableness. |

and that hard water is not a fac- 
tor of hardening of the arteries. 
Arteries hard enough to make 
a man dizzy—and they need not 
be very hard to do that—are hard 
for keeps, harsh though it seems 
to say so. 

‘+ Hardening of the arteries, like 
wrinkled skin and gray hair, can’t 
be cured, 

As for the taking of somer- 
saults. Now, there’s a remedy with 
some possibilities. I would not care 
to say that six somersaults every 
night and eyery morning will cure 
arteriosclerosis oor anything like 
that, but if I could only put it 
verbally, without fear of being con- 
fronted later with my assertion, I 
could speak very favorably of 
somersaults as a remedy for har- 
dening of the arteries—for har- 
dening arteries, mind you, not for, 
hardened arteries. 

Had our correspondent’ started 
some forty or fifty years ago tak- 
ing somersaults he might have 
kept those arteries reasonably soft 
and youthful. 

Speaking of dizzinegs—a thing I 
hate to mention—it should be clear- 
ly understood that dizziness is not 
ordinarily suggestive of hardening 
of the arteries, Most of us who en- 
joy good health have our little 
dizzy spells occasionally—dizziness 
therefore is not, necessarily an ab- 
normal occurrence,

The resemblance of the Vilna epi- 
sode to that of the Fiume coup hat- 
urally directs attention at once to 


the similarity of condidtions which 
invited the ventures of d’Annunzio 
and of Zellgouski. More than this, 
it calls 
difficulty of applying that doctrine 
of self-deterniination, so glibly cited 
by the sentimental in recent months. 
Vilna is a Polish city tn a Lithua- 
nian countryside, exactly as Fiume 
is a Latin town in a Slav region. If 
one apply to Vilna the principle 
employed in the case of Danzig, 
Vilna would unmistakably be per- 
mitted to become a separate entity 
whatever its relation to surrounding 
estates. Precisely as there is no 
question as to the fact that a ma- 
jority of the inhabitants of Fiume 
are Italian, and a majority of the 
inhabitants of Danzig are German, 
there is no dispute as to the essen- 
tial Polish character of an over- 
whelming majority of the people of 
the city of Vilna. Now, in the case 
of Fiume, the Italian argument was 
primarily that supplied by the ap- 
peal to the ethnic circumstance. The 
second was based upon the menace 
for Italy of a Slav state established 
on the eastern shore of the Adriatic, 
a state manifestly hostile, which in 
the recent war had supplied through 
the Austrian and Magyar provinces 
of the old Hapsburg monarchy, the 
bulk of the troops who had fought 
Italian armies at the Carse and 
along the Isonzo. What are the cir- 
cumstances of Vilna? | 


A glance at the map shows that 
Vilna Is the most important raile 
way center in the northeast of 


Europe. Through it pass the main 
lines of railway connecting War- 
saw with Petrograd and Berlin with 
Moscow, while from it diverges 
southward. that lateral railway, 
which is the main detail In Polish 
frontier defense. All of this rail- 
way hag been turned over to the 
Poles by the Russians, who have 
retired eastward of a line drawn 
from the Deina at Drissa to the 
‘Zbrucz at the old Austro-Russian 
frontier. In any later Russ-Polish 
war, Vilna must necessarily be the 
point of departure for an invasion 
of Poland, exactly as it was the ba- 
sis for the last. Moreover, as long 
as the Poles hold Vilna they cut 
direct rail communication between 
the Russians and the Germans, 
their hereditary enemies. 


Were ithuania friendly to Po- 
land, the situation would be modi- 
fied, but at the present moment the 


Lithuanians are in arms against the 
Poles. They permitted the Rus- 
Sians, in their recent advance to 
the gates of Warsaw, to make use 
of Lithuanian territory and they 
assisted them both in their ad- 
vance and in their retreat. Fur- 
ther than this, they took advan- 
tage of the Russian advance, which 
ousted the Poles from Vilna, - to 
Plunder and abuse the Polish ma- 
jority in the population of this city. 


Polish Claim Threefold. 
Now the Polish claim to Vilna is 
threefold. Historically Vilna was 
Polish until the final partition of 


Poland in 1795, and {t had been a 
part of the Polish monarchy for 
many centuries. Ethnically, 


Polish, since the majority of its 


attention to the extreme 


inhabitants are and have been Pol- 
ish as far back as the memory of 
man runneth. Finally, strategetic- 
ally,.it is the key to Polish defense 
and, in Lithuanian hands, it has re- 
centlv been used by the Russian en- 
emy with very disastrous effects 
for the Poles. ; 

Against this threefold argument 
there is advanced the line of rea- 
sonine which has so far failed to 


win ‘acceptance, except academically, 
in the case of Fiume. Conceding 
‘the Polish character of the city it- 
self, the champions of the Lithua- 
nian cause assert, with correctness, 
that the countryside is Lithuanian. 
But the countryside of Danzig is 
Polish and the status of Danzig has 
been determined in a fashion un- 
friendly to the Poles. The coun- 
tryside of Fiume is Slav, yet Fiume 
is now a free Latin state and to- 
morrow is destined to become a 
part of the Italian kingdom. 


To take a familiar {llustration, 
underlying all the arguments by the 
most liberal of the British states- 


men in the case of Ireland, notably 
that of Sir Edward Gray, is the so- 
licitude for the safety of Britain, 
which would be jeopardized, were 
Ireland to obtain complete. inde- 
pendence and thus be free to make 
alliances with Britain’s enemies and 
lend Irish ports. for submarine 
bises. But precisely the argument 
which has so far controlled Brit- 
ish policy with respect of Ireland, 
eveninthe case of the most liberal 
minded statesmen, explains the Pol- 
ish view of the Vilna question. And 
for the Poles, there is no latter 
barrier as in the case of Ireland. 


It is true that the Poles have 
disowned the action of General 
Zeligouski. It is even possible that 


the government is innocent of all 
complicity, that it is controlled at 
the moment by leaders who recog- 
nize the need of displaying modera- 
tion and preserving the good will 
of the western world. But this 
government cannot control Polish 
patriotism. The nationa] ingtinct 
for security and for solidarity has 


got beyond control, just as it did | 


in the case of Fiume, and it is obvi- 
ous that the mass of the Poles must 
for manifold reasons symphasize 
with Zellgouski. ‘ 
For the peace of Europe, for, the 
future of Poland, one must hope 
that a.compromise will be reached 
which both Poles and Lithuanians 


‘can accept, that either the one par- 


ty or the other will make painful 
sacrifice. But short of voluntary 
sacrifices no solution is possible and 
short of a solution accepted by both 
anew problem has been added to 
all the other permanent obstacles 
to general pacification. 


But what Americans must recog- 
nize ig that we are not in the pres- 
ence of Polish chauvinism, French 


oe or Lithuanian megalo- 
mania, but are witnessing one more 
example of the fashion in which 
the inextricable comminglihg of Eu- 
ropean tribes an dthe endless muta- 
tions of history have comoined to 
make peace hard to obtain and even 
mére difficult to preserve.

There was talk of polo, c? the 
gambling scandal in baseball, the 
latest theatrical opening and the 
difficulty of getting good cham- 
pagne. 

I had been accompanied there by 
a patron, so I was privileged to 
have a shave. I heard that Weber 
and Fields were to fracture English 
again in a new George M. Cohan 
show; that a celebrated = actor- 
playwright was off the reservation 
again and held incommunicado at 
Bellevue; that the man higher up 
in the baseball intrigue was none 
other than a red-jowled patron who 
snored away under the soperific of 
hot pees 8 two chairs removed 
from mine. 

Then in whispered tones I. heard 
of a famous actress who was suf- 
fering the tortures of the. damned

Reserve Bank Is 
Doing Best It Can 


Editor Constitution: Commis- 
sioner J. J. Brown is quoted as say- 
ing: “The attitude of Governor 
Harding has not een accurately 
represented in the press dispatches 
from Washington. I have noticed 
that we can always get very con- 
spicuous front page publicity when 
Governor Harding does anything 
which has a tendency to reduce the 
price of cotton; but, when he gives 
expression to views on the other 
side of the question, so that public- 
ity would help the market, some of 
the newspapers fail to quote him.” 


The commissioner is quoted fur- 
ther as saying: “Governor Harding 
laid down two propositions which 
are very important in the present 
situation: 

“No. 1. That banks of every sec- 
tion of the country ought to be able 
to finance the commodity produced 
in their section for sale at prices 
| which will yield a profit to the pro- 
ducer. 

“No. 2. The Federal Reserve banks 
can and will handle all farm paper 
presented to them by the member 
banks.” 

Mr. Brown goes on to say: “There 
is a great deal of uncertainty in the 
minds of bankers which has caused 
them to be extremely conservative 
in the handling of farm paper.” 

Now, all conservative thinking 
minds must realize that. bankers 
should be conservative all.the time 
and “extremely” so at other times. 

There are many depressing condi- 
tions facing us now. We are tech- 
nically still at war with Germany 
which iargely gpecludes the possi- 
bility of our Ff hing her with 
the million . $s of cotton, h 


{we are informed she is anxious to 
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want of credit. The miners’ strike 
in England is certainly having an 
adverse effect on the market, These 
and many other conditions .in the 
old world; on whom we must de- 
pend for a market, at least for one- 
half of our cotton and cotton prod- 
ucts, are conditions that we must 
contend with. 

To say that the Federal Reserve 
bank of our country can overcome 
these conditions is an untenable 
theory. + 

To inculcate in the minds of peo- 
ple a spirit of fright and hopeless- 
ness under these conditions is not 
the best policy now. 


The federal reserve banks ‘certain- 
ly cannot be expected to overcome 
all these adverse conditions; but 
what they can do, under ‘the law, 
they are doing. Those who have 
taken the paing to investigate, know 
that they are functioning to the 
fullest extent that the law which 
created the system will allow, and 
that all paper which meets the re- 
quirement of the law, farm paper 
receiving the preference, is being 
handled every day by the member 
banks; and thereig every erason to 
believe this will continue to be 
true. : 

It is unfortunate that the federal 
reserve board should have been made 
the butt of so much adverse, unfa- 
vorable criticism at this time of 
general unrest, when so many de- 
signing persons are utilizing every 
possible energy and opportunity to 
disrupt and disorganize the very 
fundamentals of our government; 
especially in view of the fact that 
the federal reserve system has done 
so much of real censtructiye good 
from the date of its organization, It 
was the one thing which prevented 
a panic fn 1914, even though it had 
not begun to function fully: it was 
the one thing that enabled us to 
finance the war to a successful con- 
clusion; it is the one thing that wil! 
prevent a panic at this time of re- 
adjustment, if allowed to stay 
within the law that created it.

“I believe that when the seri- 
ousness of the situation is called 
to the attention of the negligent 
consignees,” Mr. Robertson said, 
“we will have but little difficulty 
in restoring things to normal. The 
terminal commission only hopes that 
it will not be necessary to publish 
the names of the consignees who 
are at fault.” .

Pittsburg, Pa., October 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—University of Pittsburg has 
Georgia “Tech” as the football at- 
traction here Saturday, and the 
southern boys are expected to put 
up the usual aggressive game which 
has made them hard to beat the last 
two years. The Georgians have 
about the same outfit that gave the 
Panthers trouble last fall, although 
Alexander has supplanted Heisman 
as coach, the latter going to Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Depend- 
ing on straight football and discard- 
ing the “Heisman shift," Coach 
Warner figures that they will give 
him more trouble than ever. Their 
44-0 defeat of Vanderbilt last Sat- 
urday assures this. 

The outcome of the Syracuse game 
was satisfactory to the Pitt coaches. 
It was a rather even game, in which 
Pitt got the jump on the Salt City 
eleven. Syracuse is due to play in 
Pittsburg next fall, under a two- 
vear contract, and will pack Forbes 
field.

Tommy Holleran, star quarter-

BRITISH STRIKE 
AFFECTING STOCKS 


No Advantage to Either

New York, October 20.—Business 
on the stock exchange today was al- 
most wholly a traders’ affair, nei- 
ther the long nor short account 
having any.appreciable advantage 
at the firm but sluggish close.

“J. A. Humphrey Is Instantly 
Killed — Forrest Wheeler, 
Atlanta Man, Dies Later.

.A family feud, growing out of a 
hooting which occurred over a year 
ago, resulted this morning in the 
* deaths of P. A. Humphrey and 
of Forrest Wheeler. when the

Credit Reduction Only In- 
tended to Curb Extrava- 
“gant and Unwijse Pur- 
‘chases of Motor Cars, 
Says Governor Wellborn. 


Declaring that the sixth district 
reserve system are carrying more 
wheat than cotton; stating that the 
trouble with the banks in this sec- 
tion fs an effort to finance the 
rubber industry, certain manufactu- 
ing enterprises and the great pack- 
ing industries, Ggvernor M. B..Well- 
born, of the Atlanta Fedgral Reserve 
bank, assured a gathering of 100 or 
more automobile dealers at the Cap- 
ital City club Wedensday that the 
federal banks have not intended 
a blow at the automobile industry 
by reducing credits, and said that 
the intention of the banking heads 
was fherély to restrict extravagant 
and unwise purchases of motor cars. 
Governor Wellborn also gave as- 


surance that the federal reserve 
banks wil] endeavor to finance all 
essential_enterprises and products. 
He, however, said that in order to 
bring about the ideal situation re- 
garding the financing. of various 
enterprises, the 1,500 non-member 
banks should be induced to join 
with the 450 members of the sixth 
district federal reserve banking 
system. 
In Answer to Key. 

The addrese of Governor Wellborn 
was before the convention Of the 
Georgia Autombtive association, and 
hisremarks were somewhat in the 
nature of a reply to an address by 


Mayor Key, of Atlanta, wno, in his 
welcoming talk to the association, 
took the federal reserve system 
Severely to task for an alleged cur- 
tailment of credtis to automobile 
dealers. Mr. Key also declared that 
the essential industries and pro- 
ducers of vitally needed commodi- 
ties of thecountry should be r- 
tured by the financial institutions.

Wellbomm Speaks. 

The question op tinageing the au- 
tomoble brought into the discussion. 
also, Governor M. B. Wellborn, of 
the sixth district federal reserve sys- 
tem, which had been taken ta task 
by the mayor of Atlanfe. Mr. Well- 
born, after stating that the federai 
reserve banks are willing to finance 
the automobile within legitimate 
limits, declared that the institution 
phe represents frowned upon the ex- 
tension of credits in ayeckless way 
to extravagant and ‘impecunious 
Purchasers in cases where such pur- 
chasers could not afford to own or 
Operate them. 

“We did not mean to strike a 
blow at the automobile induStry,” 
said Governor Wellborn, “but merely 
to prohibit the granting of reckless 
aredits.” Mr. ellborn then stated, 
inconnection with the extension of 
credits to the essential industries 
and producers of commodities that 
are vital to the needs of the people, 
that the federa]) reserve banks in 
this. district . aré carrying more 
wheat than cotton and that the 
principal difficulty is that the banks 
are seeking to finance ‘the rubber 
industry, thé plants of certain man- 
ufacturers and at the same time 
to ae money for operating to 
the packing industry. 

“We have,” declared Mr. Well- 
born, “450 members in the federal 
reserve system of this district and 
1,500 ‘non-member banks.” He then 
declared that the hon-member 
banks are seeking to recéive, in an 
indirect manwter’ the ,benefits of 
banks belonging to the ‘system. “In 
order for the federal reserve banks 
to do the most good,” continued Mr. 
Wellborn, “all the banks , should 
come into the system.” e then 
urged the automobile men to use 
their inééefence to bring the non- 
member banks of the country into 
the federal reserve system. 


Mr. Wellborn’s Address. 


Mr. Wellborn’s address to the au- 
tomobile association was as _  fol- 
lows: 
“There have been no contraction 
of credits nor of currency. The per 
capita circulation is higher than 
ever. 

“Between January last and Octo- 
ber 1 of the present year about 70 
per cent of the banks which are 
members of the federal reserve sys- 
tem have increased their loans by 
an amount exceeding one Dillion, 
hundred million dollars.

possible by the accommodations ex- 
tended member banks by the’ fed- 
eral reserve banks. In our own dis- 
trict (Atlanta) since January, 1920, 
the federal reserve bank loans have 
increased about sixty-nine millions. 
Does this look like contraction, or 
that federal reserve banks’ are ‘shut- 
ting off’ credits?’ 

With reference to financing cCot+ 
ton, he said: 

“Within the past few months the 
federal reserve bank of Atlanta, by 
its liberal policy to aid production, 
has financed the farmers, through 
the member banks, and now we wish 
to assure the farmers that ample

will be extended to them through 
the member banks for the gradual 
and orderly marketing of their 
crops.” 

Auto Situation. 


Mr. Wellborn ‘stated that the 
profits of the federal reserve sys- 
tem are 6 per cent to the banks and 
94 per cent to the people. _ 
Continuing, he- declared: 

“Last spring our bank felt the ne- |! 
ceSsity of inaugurating a campaign | 
for the control of credits, as the 
signs of the times indicated that 
expansion of loans for luxuries was 
going on too fast. 

“We then found ft necessary to 
call attention to the heavy burden 
of automobile credits that were be- 
ing thrown upon our bank. We 
had no intention of striking a blow 
at the great automobile industry but 
merely to discourage and, if possi- 
ble, to prohibit the reckless grant- 
ing of credits to extravagant and 
impecunious purchasers of cars who 
could ill afford to pay for anésmain- 
tain the up-keep of an automobile. 
“I think that our position and 
action taken in thie matter should 
be appreciated by all substantial 
dealers in automobiles: who. desire 
a sound and stable market for their 
goods.

Auto Credit Discussion. 


The discussion of automohile cred- 
its, which had been inaugurated by 
the remarks of Mayor Key in his 
welcoming address, formed; perhaps, 
the most interesting feature of the 
session. Mr. Key was most em- 
phatic in his Statements that \ the 
farmer, the cotton producer and 
others having to do with cotton pro- 
duction ard delivery to the people 
as a finished article of -commerce, 
should be financed in order that 
they might function. 

He was enthusiastically apptaud- 
ed when he stated that the banks 
of the country should be prepared 
to finance any legitimate industry 
in order that it might ftnction in 
a legitimate way. He declared that 
the federa] bank must not refuse 
to finance the country’s legitimate 
enterprises, and referred to the time 
of Andrew Jackson, when he de- 
clared that a United States bank 
had been déstroyed when it at- 
tempted to prescribe the manner in 
which the “Business enterprises of 
the country should be run. Mr. 
Kev then expressed the apprecia- 
tion of.the people for the auto- 
mobHe industry and said that he 
would strive to.*‘see> that the in» 
dustry was not “sat upon.” ° 

A brief response was made to the 
mayor’s address by J. J. Leautry, 
of Savannah, after which Governor 
M. B. Wellborn, ofthe Federal Re- 
serve system, spo as above noted. 


Needs No pathy. . 


F. E. Muscovics, of the Indianap- 
olis Marmon company, was another 
speaker, whos® address was filled 
with interest. As in reply to both 
Messrs. Key and Wellborn, Mr. Mus- 
ecovics declared that the automobile 
industry — no sympathy. He 
declared it to be a sound industry, 
the secon@ largest in the world, 
and dealing in the most modern, 
economical) and indispensible meth- 
od of transportation. :
